President  Sees  Leaders; 
Finishes  Union  Message 

WASHINGTON,  JAN.  6 (UPI)  — President  Johnson 
Monday  put  the  final  touches  on  his  State  of  the  Union 
message,  now  virtually  completed,  and  summoned  business 
and  labor  leaders  to  the  White  House  to  solicit  their  support 
for  the  New  Year’s  goals  it  will  embody. 

LOOKING  tanned  and  rela'Xed  after  a 12-day  holiday  at 
his  Texas  ranch,  the  President  made  last-minute  changes  in 
the  annual  message  he  will  deliver  before  a joint  session  of 
Congress  (at  12:30  p.m.  EST)  on  Wednesday. 

The  message  may  be  the  shortest  in  20  years,  shorter 
than  the  one  of  less  than  3,000  words  that  Franklin  D. 
Roosevelt  delivered  before  Congress  in  1934. 

JOHNSON  conferred  for  90-minutes  today  with  Secre- 
tary of  State  Dean  Rusk  and  Defense  Secretary  Robert  S.  Mc- 
Namara over  defense  and  foreign  policy  aspects  of  the  ad- 
dress. He  also  called  in  Senate  Democratic  Leader  Mike  Mans- 
field to  go  over  the  document. 

TomoiTow,  when  Congress  reconvenes  for  its  1964  ses- 
sion, Johnson  will  review  the  message  in  detail  at  his  weekly 
breakfast  with  Democratic  Congressional  leaders. 

HE  ALSO  scheduled  a luncheon  tomorrow  with  the  AFL- 
CIO  Executive  Council  to  discuss  his  legislative  targets  for 
1964,  and  planned  a stag  dinner  with  the  business  council,  a 
private  organization  of  leading  corporation  executives  led 
by  Frederick  Kappel,  President  of  American  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Co.,  (AT&T) . 

Cabinet  members  were  invited  to  join  both  sessions  to 
help  answer  questions  about  Johnson’s  forthcoming  pro- 
grams. • •

In  Idaho  Crash 

Two  BYU  students,  William 
Bentley  and  his  wife  Joan  of  Pro- 
vo, are  both  recovering  in  an 
Idaho  hospital  following  a head- 
on  collision  Dec.  28  about  4 miles 
west  of  Gooding,  Ida. 

According  to  Alma  King  of 
BYU  personnel  services,  Mr.  Ben- 
tley suffered  internal  injuries  as 
well  as  cuts  and  bruises. 

His  wife  suffered  a fractured 
spine,  skull  and  jaw,  as  well  as 
cuts  and  bruises. 

SIXTEEN  other  BYU  students 
were  also  involved  in  less  serious 
accidents  throughout  the  holi- 
days, according  to  Dr.  King’s  of- 
fice. 

In  Louisiana,  11  students  driv- 
ing in  2 cars  were  involved  in  a 
three-car  accident.  The  BYU  car 
was  hit  from  behind  by  a drunk- 
en driver.  The  car  then  collided 
in  its  forward  motion  with  the 
lead  car. 

A gas  tank  burst  into  flames 
and  destroyed  -the  personal  be- 
longings of  the  students.  How- 
ever, all  students  escaped  serious 
injury. 

Five  students  were  involved  in 
a two-car  accident  near  Albu- 
querque, New  Mexico.  Although 
the  car  was  demolished,  the  stu- 
dents escaped  injury. 

All  students  had  complete  in- 
surance coverage  for  the  losses 
suffered  in  the  Louisiana  acci- 
dent, concluded  Mr.  King.

ing  track  coaches  in  the  nation 
were  consulted  for  an  opinion 
about  the  rubberized  track  before 
a decision  was  made  to  use  -this 
type  of  surface. 

This  will  be  the  only  complet- 
ely rubberized-asphalt  track  in 
the  country,  according  to  Coach 
Robison.  A track  of  this  type  was 
constructed  in  St.  Louis  for  the 
1963  AAU  finals  but  was  torw 
out  soon  after  the  completion  of 
the  meet  because  of  other  build- 
ing needs.  It  proved  to  be  sensa- 
tionally fast. 

BYU  AND  SEVERAL  other 
schools  have  been  using  this  rub- 
berized composition  on  the  broad 
jump  and  pole  vault  runways  for 
several  years  but  not  on  the  en- 
tire track. 

The  rubberized-asphalt  track 
will  be  composed  of  a three-inch 
layer  of  road  gravel  placed  on  a 
base  of  packed  earth.  Road  type 
asphalt  will  then  be  spread  over 
the  gravel  layer  and  rolled  to  a 
‘one  and  one-half  inch  thickness. 

A THIN  COAT  of  tar  will  be 
spread  over  the  asphalt  to  form 
an  adhesive.  Then  the  rubberized 
materials  wil  be  spread  and  roll- 
ed and  repeated  until  an  inch 
and  a half  layer  of  highly  com- 
pacted rubberized-asphalt  exists. 

Coach  Robison  hopes  to  have 
the  track  available  for  the  1965 
track  season.  He  is  also  planning 
to  bid  for  the  NCAA  track  and 


field  championships  as  soon  as  it 
can  be  determined  when  the 
track  will  be  completed. 

THE  COST  of  the  new  track 
is  comparable  to  the  cost  of  any 
other  type  of  composition.  A very 
minimum  upkeep  - is  required. 
Once  the  track  is  completed, 
hardly  any  re-surfacing  is  need- 
ed. An  open  tile  dreiinage  system 
will  take  care  of  the  moisture 
and  will  all  but  eliminate  con- 
cern about  a wet  track.  Lanes 
need  a minimum  of  painting. 

Coach  Robison  said  that  it  will 
probably  be  ten  years  before  the 
surface  as  a whole  needs  major 
attention  and  then  it  will  be  con- 
fined to  re-surfacing  the  areas 
most  often  used.  He  pointed  out 
as  an  example  the  broad  jump 
r unway  now  in  use  in  the  Cougar 
stadium.  Rubberized-asphalt  has 
been  used  on  that  runway  for 
more  than  four  years,  and  the 
only  wear  that  can  be  detected 
is  at  the  edge  of  the  take-off 
board. 

ANOTHER  advantage  of  the 
rubberized  track  is  its  safety 
feature.  When  a runner  falls  and 
skids  on  this  composition  it  does 
not  result  in  abrasions  or  bruises 
as  is  the  case  with  the  clay  or 
cinder  track.

The  pre-season  ratings  have  been  in  now  for  some- 
time and  I’m  sure  many  writers  and  broadcasters  are 
beginning  to  wonder  how  accurate  they’ve  been. 

In  late  December  46  Rocky  Mountain  area 
sports  writers  and  sportscasters  picked  Arizona 
State  to  cop  their  seepnd  straight  WAC  Hoop 
crown.  Following  ASU  were  New  Mexico,  Utah, 
Brigham  Young,  and  Arizona  in  that  order! 

Since  the  poll  was  taken  the  Sun  Devils  have  drop- 
ped five  games  and  now  claim  only  a 5-5  record.  Wyom- 
ing also  seems  to  have  fallen  from  favor  as  they  also 
boast  only  a 5-5  record. 

The  Cougars  on  the  other  hand  have  reversed  the 
trend  they  showed  prior  to  the  voting.  When  the  writers 
voted  the  Mountain  Cats’  record  showed  a decisive  loss 
to  UCLA  .narrow  defeats  by  Air  Force  and  Oklahoma 
State  which  were  blamed  on  a lack  of  experience,  and 
only  one  win. 

The  picture  has  changed  over  the  holidays  so 
that  now  the  Cougars  will  enter  Conference  play 
this  weekend  with  a good  7-4  record  after  winning 
five  of  their  last  seven  games.

The  Wattsmen  meet  the  free- 
wheeling Lobos  Friday  night*  in 
the  George  Albert  Smith  Field- 
house,  then  trade  partners  with 
Utah  Saturday  night  for  a crack 
at  visiting  Wyoming. 

THERE  DOESN’T  appear  to  be 
a weak  club  in  the  entire  West- 
ern Athletic  Conference,  and  the 
Cougars  can  take  some  satisfac- 
tion from  the  fact  they  will  be 
opening  at  home. 

Five  games  on  the  road  did 
prove  one  thing— the  Cougars 
can  win  ball  games  away  from 
home,  and  that’s  a distinction 
former  teams  had  trouble  claim- 
ing. 

BYU  LOST  only  to  Oregon 
State  in  the  finals  of  the  Far 
West  Classic,  after  beating  pre- 
viously unbeaten  Seattle  and  Ore- 
gon in  the  earlier  rounds.
